Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  on  the  Health  and 
vSanitation  of  your  District  during  1904. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Population  : — Census,  1891  .  .  .  .  .  .  9,779 

Census,  1901  .  .  . .  .  .  9,448 

Estimated  to  middle  of  1904  .  .  9,380 

During  the  year  211  births  and  165  deaths  were  registered. 
P'our  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  Union  Workhouse  among 
persons  not  belonging  to  the  District. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  .  .  22.5  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  Death  Rate  is  .  .  17.2  ,,  „  „ 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  0.84  „  „  ,, 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  156  „  Births. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  below  and  the  Death  Rate  is 
appreciably  above  the  mean  for  the  previous  nine  years.  There 
is  a  rise  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  the  figure  which  I  now 
publish  being  the  highest  recorded  in  your  District  within 
recent  years.  The  rise  is  in  some  measure  attributable  to  a 
more  than  average  number  of  deaths  among  premature  and 
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imperfectly  developed  infants.  The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is 
below  the  average.

In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  three  deaths  from 
Influenza. 

I  record  eight  deaths  from  Enteritis,  four  of  which  were  in 
infants. 

Deaths  from  Tubercui.ar  Diseases. 

Thirteen  deaths  are  attributed  to  Tuberculosis,  nine  of 
which  were  caused  by  Consumption.  I  have  in  previous 
Reports  directed  attention  to  the  advisability  of  taking  pre¬ 
cautions  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  prevalence  of  this  disease. 


Other  Causes  of  Death. 

^2  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  are 
jointly  responsible  for  23  deaths,  chiefly  among  infants  and 
the  aged.  Seven  deaths  were  caused  by  Cancer.  Diseases  of 
the  Heart  proved  fatal  in  19  instances,  the  majority  being 
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associated  with  senility.  I  record  three  fatal  accidents  and 
three  suicides.

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Lutterworth 


Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  to  furnish  for  your  information  the  following  particu¬ 
lars  regarding  two  cases  of  Small-pox  which  came  under 
observation  last  month  in  the  village  of  Walton-by-Kimcote. 

The  first  case  occurred  in  a  woman,  aged  45,  vaccinated  in 
infancy,  who  was  notified  on  loth  June  as  suffering  from 
Chicken-pox,  Having  communicated  with  the  physician  in 
attendance,  I  visited  the  case  with  him  on  the  14th. 

The  patient  who  resides  in  a  small  cottage  near  the  centre  of 
the  village  had  for  some  months  been  confined  to  bed  and  had 
therefore  no  opportunity  of  seeing  anyone  save  a  few  who 
visited  her  and  whose  addresses  were  readily  ascertainable.  A 
fortnight  prior  to  the  onset  of  the  disease  two  friends — a  mother 
and  daughter — -from  Leicester  stayed  at  the  cottage  for  four 
days  towards  the  close  of  which  the  daughter,  having  felt 
scarcely  if  at  all  indisposed,  developed  a  rash,  the  ailment  being 
subsequently  diagnosed  by  a  Leicester  physician  as  a  very  clear 
case  of  Chicken-pox.  The  child  soon  recovered  and  no  case 
of  Small-pox  was  notified  from  the  locality  in  which  she  resided. 
Here  was  a  fairly  clear  history  of  the  Walton  patient  having 
been  exposed  to  infection  of  Chicken-pox,  and  added  to  this 
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Was  the  fact  that  the  clinical  features  of  the  disease  were  those 
ordinarily  observed  in  a  rather  severe  attack  of  Chicken-pox. 

On  seeing  the  patient,  while  concurring  in  the  opinion  of  the 
physician  in  attendance,  certain  of  its  features  induced  me  to 
advise  strict  home-isolation  with  immediate  vaccination  of 
persons  exposed  to  infection  and  of  others  residing  in  the 
vicinity.  The  patient  was  also  vaccinated  twice  in  order  to  clear 
up  the  diagnosis.  Both  attempts  at  vaccination  having  failed, 
she  was  removed  to  the  Mowsley  Small-pox  Hospital  on  the 
22nd,  and  two  days  later  a  woman  who  had  been  nursing  her  was 
sent  to  the  same  hospital  suffering  from  a  mild  attack  of  Small¬ 
pox.  A  child,  aged  14,  who  also  nursed  the  patient  completely 
escaped  ;  the  immunity  conferred  by  vaccination  in  infancy 
not  having  faded  sufficiently  to  permit  of  even  a  modified 
attack. 

The  preventive  measures  adopted  in  these  cases  were  those 
ordinarily  employed,  viz.  : — Vaccination  of  Contacts  and  of 
others  residing  in  the  vicinity,  hospital  isolation,  observation 
of  contacts,  disinfection  and  cleansing.  The  absence  of  a 
steam-disinfector  entailed  the  burning  of  the  patients’  beds.

Diphtheria  and  Membraneous  Croup. 

A  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Broughton  Astley  in  the 
month  of  May,  the  patient,  an  adult,  being  removed  to  the 
Blaby  Isolation  Hospital.  In  the  third  week  of  December,  a 
case  of  Diphtheria  and  another  of  Membraneous  Croup  which 
proved  fatal,  came  under  observation  in  Claybrook  Magna. 
Influenza  and  sore  throats — some  being  doubtless  Diphtheria — 
prevailed  in  the  village  and  the  school  was  closed.  The 
subsequent  occurrence  of  two  cases  (one  fatal)  after  the 
school  reopened  led  to  a  further  closure  of  the  school.  As  to 
the  sanitation  of  the  premises  on  which  the  patients  resided 
and  their  surroundings  I  saw  nothing  which  could,  by  any 
flight  of  imagination,  be  styled  “sanitary.”  Primitive  pits 
polluted  wells,  drainage  anywhere  and  anyhow  were  their 
salient  attributes,  and  are  still.  I  have  already  advised  as  to 
what  steps  should  be  taken  with  a  view  to  placing  the  villages 
of  your  District  on  a  more  sanitary  footing.  I  regard  re-itera- 
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tion  as  unnecessary,  my  recommendations  being  succinctly 
stated  in  my  last  two  Annual  Reports. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  you  have,  in  accordance  with  my 
advice,  taken  the  salutary  step  of  providing  anti-diphtheritic 
serum  in  those  cases  where  the  patients’  families  are  unable 
to  incur  the  expense. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  cases  were  reported  in  Leire,  and  sporadic  cases  occurred 
in  six  parishes,  viz.,  in  Bitteswell,  Broughton  Astley,  Claybrook 
^Magna,  Frolesworth,  Lutterworth  and  Ullesthorpe.  Although 
most  of  the  cases  occurred  among  school  children  residing  in 
cottages  with  others  and  without  facilities  for  efficient  isolation, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  no  instance  save  at  Leire,  is  the 
disease  reported  to  have  extended  even  to  a  second  case.  Such 
instances  are  by  no  means  uncommon,  and,  in  districts  possess¬ 
ing  Hospitals,  are  usually  cited  in  evidence  of  the  efficacy  of 
efficient  isolation. 

Enteric  Fever. 

A  case  occurred  in  Lutterworth  towards  the  close  of  March 
on  defectively  drained  premises.  I  analysed  the  water  and 
the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  rectify  the  insanitation. 

Chicken-Pox. 

This  disease  became  compulsorily  notifiable  on  7th  August. 
It  had  previously  been  temporarily  notifiable.  In  all,  59  cases 
were  notified.  The  disease  was  epidemic  in  Broughton  Astley 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  42  cases  being  reported. 
The  remaining  cases  occurred  in  six  other  villages. 

Sanitation  of  the  District. 

Under  this  heading  I  have  but  little  to  add  to  my  previous 
Annual  Reports.  Inspections  are  now  regularly  and  thoroughly 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  separation  of  whose 
duties  from  those  of  road-surveyor  making  a  marked  difference 
in  the  supervision  which  we  are  enabled  to  exercise  in  the 
control  of  infectious  disease.  I  frequently  accompany  the 
Inspector  on  his  tour  of  duty,  and  am  beginning,  I  trust,  to 
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acquire  a  fairly  adequate  knowledge  of  the  sanitary  require¬ 
ments  of  your  District.  The  one  village  which  most  of  all 
calls  for  the  application  of  sanitary  measures  is  Broughton 
Astley.  It  is  the  one  village  in  your  District  whose  population 
and  area  is  appreciably  increasing,  and  a  general  improvement 
in  its  drainage  and  sanitation  is  much  to  be  desired.  Insanitary 
pits  prevail,  wells  are  polluted,  drainage  is  defective  and 
sewage  is,  as  in  most  of  the  other  parishes,  discharged  to  a 
ditch  or  to  the  brook. 

Details  of  sanitary  supervision  and  of  improvements  effected 
during  the  course  of  the  year  are  statistically  stated  in  a 
subjoined  report  submitted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

The  statutory  provisions  as  to  supervision  and  sanitation 
receive  attention.  A  proper  Register  of  Factories,  Workshops 
and  Workplaces  should,  however,  be  provided.  Bakehouses 
are  on  the  whole  fairly  well  kept,  and  cleansing  and  limewashing 
are  ordered  when  necessary. 

There  are  five  factories  in  the  District,  all  Hosiery.  There 
is  only  one  in  which  the  statutory  provisions  as  to  facilities 
for  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  applicable.  In  this  instance,  owing 
to  the  low  level  of  the  upper  storey,  I  am  of  opinion  that  there 
would  be  but  little  difficulty.  The  sanitary  accommodation 
in  these  factories  is  sufficient,  and  no  complaint  regarding 
them  has  been  received  from  H.M.  Inspector. 

Further  details  are  supplied  statistically  in  the  appended 
Tables. 

I  also  attach  the  Tables  numbered  I.  to  IV.  required  by  the 
Focal  Government  Board.

Gexteemen, 

In  so  small  a  District  there  is  ordinarily  but  little  to  record 
in  an  Annual  Report,  and  1904  as  regards  its  mortality  statistics 
or  as  regards  the  prevalence  of  any  serious  infectious  disease 
does  not  present  features  calling  for  more  than  cursory 
comment.  The  most  appreciable  deviation  from  the  normal 
finds  statistical  expression  in  an  exceptionally  low  death  rate, 
and,  in  the  prevalence  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  of 
vScarlatinal  cases,  which  were,  however,  of  so  mild  a  type  as  to 
cause  in  many  instances  but  little  more  than  a  transitory 
malaise. 

The  population  of  your  District  is  decreasing  at  the  rate  of 
somewhat  under  one  per  cent,  per  annum.  At  the  last  census 
it  was  1,581,  and  I  now  estimate  it  to  be  1,545.

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  84  ,,  Births. 

With  small  populations  there  is,  as  a  rule,  but  little  to  be 
gained  by  contrasting  mortality  rates  with  those  of  previous 
years  or  with  those  of  other  localities  of  similar  age- distribution 
and  character. 
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The  sole  Zymotic  Death  was  from  Diarrhoea.  I  record 
one  death  from  Consumption  and  three  from  Bronchitis.  In 
all,  13  deaths,  one  of  which  occurred  in  the  Union  Workhouse 
TyUtterworth,  are  accredited  to  your  District. 


Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. 

I  received  eight  notifications  of  Chicken-pox  and  forty  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  The  former  occurred  about  midsummer  in 
three  houses  at  Copston  Magna.  The  Scareatina  cases  were 
distributed  as  follows  : —

The  type  of  the  disease  was  very  mild,  and  three  which  I 
examined  I  placed  within  a  category  of  cases  tentatively 
termed  “Fourth  Disease.” 

The  Pailton  cases  materially  interfered  with  the  Elementary 
education.  In  this  village  two  cases  were  notified  in  March 
and  five  (in  two  houses)  in  April.  Cases  having  occurred  in 
two  more  houses,  I,  on  the  21st  May,  advised  closure  of  the 
school  for  three  weeks.  The  remaining  cases  were  notified 
at  the  rate  of  from  one  to  three  per  month  till  28th  December. 
Many  of  these  patients  did  not  feel  ill  for  more  than  a  day  or 
two,  and  in  some  the  characteristic  peeling  which  usually 
occurs  did  not  take  place. 

The  Stretton  cases  and  one  case  from  Monks  Kirby  were 
removed  to  the  Hinckley  Isolation  Hospital,  Barwell,  three 
of  the  former  being  return  cases. 

Sanitation  of  the  District. 

Details  of  vSanitary  Supervision  are  statistically  stated  in 
the  appended  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  I  had 
occasion  last  July  to  make  a  sanitary  inspection  of  various 
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properties  in  Pailton,  and  more  particularly  of  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  of  this  village.  In  my  last  Annual  Report 
I  directed  attention  to  my  analysis  of  water  from  its  principal 
well,  which  proved,  despite  thorough  cleansing,  to  be  very 
heavily  polluted.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  source  of 
pollution  is  one  of  the  main  sewers,  the  construction  of  which, 
at  least  at  this  point,  is  in  all  probability  defective.  The 
principal  sewers  of  the  village  converge  to  a  culvert  discharging 
to  a  ditch  in  Mills  Lane.  This  ditch  is  in  reality  an  open  sewer 
of  a  very  offensive  type,  and  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  nuisance  and 
injurious  to  health.  Another  ditch  to  the  south  side  of 
Coventry  Road  is  also  a  nuisance.  The  ventilation  of  the 
existing  sewers  is  inadequate  ;  drainage  nuisances  are  numer¬ 
ous  and  I,  in  short,  am  bound  to  express  the  conviction  that 
a  thorough  overhauling  of  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the 
village  is  a  sanitary  measure  calling  for  your  careful  considera¬ 
tion.  Pailton  presents  no  engineering  difficulties  as  regards 
its  efficient  drainage.  Ample  and  adequate  fall  is  available, 
and  a  few  acres  of  land  would  more  than  suffice  for  coping 
with  the  effluent.  Certain  it  is  that  the  rectification  of  the 
nuisances  to  which  I  have  alluded  and  more  particularly  of 
the  insanitation  at  Mill’s  Lane,  is  much  to  be  desired. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

With  the  exception  of  four  bakehouses,  there  are  no  work¬ 
shops  or  factories  in  the  District,  and,  in  so  far  as  I  am  aware, 
no  outworkers.  The  bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  and 
are  on  the  whole  cleanly  and  well  kept.
